Following the general strike called to assist Hie miners, and Which 
ended iu complete failure, hundred* of thousands of workers, other than 
miners. were unable to get employment. Unemployment figures 
Increased over May and June last by over 650.000. Industry in every line is 
suffering. tho standard of living has been lowered, and Government revenues 
have tailed to such an extent that the country is faced with a huge deficit 
thl.- >ear. Even Canada suffers because of the Inability of tlie people to buy 
wheat, butter, cheese, and other products we have to export. The 
effect of tlie miners' strike on thetr fellow workers is further disclosed by 
the announced inability of tlie Itallwaymcn'a Union to meet the levy made 
on ii to support tlu? striking miners. No less tli;\n 45.000 railway men have 
not j ei been given employ meal since the general strlko in May last, 
while 200,000 more are working only threo day s a week. Tlie same thing 
Is true In scores of Industries. 

The lesson to he learned from these several sots of conditions Is that, 
mu h as people may grumble about their work, nnd being obliged to work, the 
fact remains that in work lies the salvation of the race. All work and no 
play may make Jack a dull boy, but no work soon results in moral and physical 
degeneration. The weaklings of the present age on this continent are 
the Mins and daughters of the rich who lack any incentive to work and who, 
finding tim** hang heavily on their hands, indulge in all sorts of foolishness 
and excesses. They are discontented, unhappy, useless, and fill the night 
club-, and divorce courts. 

On tlie other hand, real happiness is experienced today by the men and 
women who are doing the world’s work. Work is their salvation and their 
joy. and in their hours of leisure they are both mentally and physically 
capable of extracting real fun and enjoyment out of whatever form their 
recreation may take. They find satisfaction and not Infrequently glory In 
theii works of achievement, and at the same time are adding tci the advance¬ 
ment of Hu ir fellow men and tlu* greatness and prosperity of their country. 

Tlu re Is something radically wrong with the man or woman who objects 
to working, and who can find no pleasure in it, and the sooner boys and 
puls are taught tlie nobility of work, and the satisfaction to be derived from 
any job well don**, the better it will be for themselves as well as for others.

Mrs. Anne Greaves is Britain’* only 
woman quarry manager. 

"It may seem that quarrying Is n 
strange business for a woman, but 
why rhnuhbi’t womon run quarries?" 
asked Mrs. Greaves. "Of course I 
have a foreman and plenty of men 
workers to assist me, but I go Into 
tho quarries myself and Inspect the 
seams and direct the methods to be 
used in getting out the sand and gra¬ 
vel.

Canada can 
now with confidence enter the Held 
with a vigorous effort to largely aug¬ 
ment her producing population and 
with tho added assurance that In no 
period of her history were the oppor¬ 
tunities more favorable for getting 
the fullest possible value for her ex¬ 
penditure on that object. 

The time Is favorable for a great, 
forward looking colonization and rtgrl 
cultural development policy, because 
agriculture Is undoubtedly now in the 
process of entering an era of greater 
prosperity. It Is estimated that there 
is a total world area of 13 million 
acres of arable lands and that It takes 
the products of 2> a acres to sustain 
each head of population. This would 
provide tho bare necessities of life for 
5.200 million people. It is estimated 
that with the present rate of increase 
this number would be reached well 
within a century, so that babies now 
born would witness the struggle oi 
mankind for bare existence or whole¬ 
sale starvation In years of extended 
crop failure. Of course, such a calam¬ 
ity will be averted.
